but Buell takes district 


Wilmington voters turned out in 
record numbers last night. According 
to Town Clerk Priscilla Lynch, 83.7 
percent or 8,096 of the town’s 9,670 
registered voters went to the polls to 
register their selections for 
President, Congressman, and several 
state and county offices and their 
positions on a number of hotly tested 
referendum questions. 

Riding the wave of conservativism 
that swept Ronald Reagan into the 
number one office in the land, 
Proposition 24 received a resounding

majority. Even in Wilmington, where 
local officials predicted drastic cuts 
in town and school budgets were it to 
pass, Proposition 2% received 63 
percent of the vote, winning by nearly 
a 2-1 margin. 

For State Senator Bob Buell and 
challenger Attorney William Gustus 
the night was a long one. It was after 
2 a.m. when it finally became ap- 
parent that Buell had won by about a 
10,315 vote plurality. 

Gustus won big in the three com- 
munities nearest his home town.

Wilmington, he nailed down 78 per- 
cent of the vote. In Reading, where ehe 
lives, he won 4794 to 2599 or 64 percent 
of the vote. In North Reading, Gustus 
took 62 percent of the vote, winning 
3341 to 2050. 

But the decisive factor for Buell 
was the 14 Essex County towns along 
the north shore. Buell told the Town 
Crier that he had won in these towns 
by even bigger margins than he had 
two years ago when he ran against 
Wilmington Selectman Robert Cain 

“The town I am happiest about is 
Gloucester,” Buell said. He reported 
winning there by 1,500 voted 

Buell also reported taking Topsfield 
2571 to 479; Wenham by 1558 to 27; 
and his home town of Boxford by 2432 
to 334. 

Buell, who spent 10 years in the 
Massachusetts House of Represen- 
tatives before being elected to the 
State Senate two years ago, said the 
figures indicated that what he was 
doing “must agree with some 

le." 

He said in the coming two years, he 
plans to spend more time in 
Wilmington and urged local residents 
tocall him if they have problems they 
feel he could help them with. 

In the race for the 2ist Middlesex 
District, State Representative 
Michael Barrett nailed down an 
impressive victory over challenger 
Michael Crowley. Barrett garnered 
11,919 of the 18,043 ballots cast in 
North Reading, Reading’ and 
Wilmington's Precinct 3, a figure that 
represents 66 percent of the total vote. 

Reading, Barrett's home town, was 
his strongest suit, where he chalked 
up 8,464 votes to Crowley’s 3,201. In 
North Reading, Crowley's home town, 
Barrett's win was closer. He received 
2,844 votes, while Crowley received 
2,544. In Wilmington's Precinct 3, 
Barrett received 611 gvotes while 
Crowley received 379. 

In the 20th Middlesex District, State 
Representative James Miceli, run: 
ning unopposed, drew 5,737 votes. 

In other races, Wilmington voters 
generally followed statewide trends. 
They voted 4541 to 2709 to prohibit 
discrimination against the han 
dicapped (Ballot Question 1.); ex 
pressed their resounding disapproval 
(6682 to 645) of last fall's Halloween 
legislative pay raises; and voted 5136 
to 1998 for incumbent U.S 
Congressman James Shannon.

Substitute teachers 
get pay raise 


Substitute teachers in Wilmington 
were granted a pay raise last week 
from members of the Wilmington 
School Committee. 

“Wilmington has been having 
difficulty obtaining substitutes,” 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. Walter 
Pierce told the committee, “There 
are days when classes go uncovered 
in the elementary schools and 
specialists must be used.” 

Pierce said that “feedback from 
former. substitutes" identified 
Wilmington’g low per diem rate of $25, 
as one of the reasons substitutes were’ 
so difficult to secure. 

“Even Andover is $30 a day,” he 
said. 

At Pierce's recommendation, the 
committee voted to raise the per diem 
rate to $30 per day with an increase to 
$35 per day after consecutive days of 
service. 

At the suggestion of School Com- 
mitteeman Philip Fenton, the com- 
mittee voted to retain the $25 per diem 
rate for non-degreed substitutes, such 
as the teacher trainees who are 
sometimes used when degreed 
teachers are unavailable. 


Fenton, himself, substitutes oc- 
casionally at the Shawsheen School. 

“But,” he said, “I make | more 
money selling real estate and it’s a lot 
easier.” 

Pierce said the central office will 
“try this year to run some statistics to 
see if this helps us.” 

The only member to oppose the pay 
hike was School Committee member 
Linda McMenimen. McMenimer said 
she could not vote in favor of the 
measure because of the change to $35 
a day after 10 days of service. Under 
the former policy substitutes’ salaries 
were raised by $5 a day after 10 days 
in the same classroom only 

McMenimen dubbed the change 
“drastic.” 

“I don’t feel it will increase the 
availability of substitutes, but I do 
feel that they deserve’ this type of 
money.” she said. 

According to Pierce, $25 a day 
comes down to $3.50 an hour. “With 
professional people that rate just isn't 
holding up,” he said 

The change was to go into effect 
Monday morning.

Revaluation ordered by stafe 


Wilmington has received notice that 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue will contract for revaluation 
of the town. 

The 1980 annual town meeting was 
told that the state would require a 
revaluation. The town meeting, 
though, turned down an article to 
appropriate $125,000 to pay for the 
revaluation. 

Ina letter to the board of selectmen, 
dated Oct. 23, Mass. Commissioner of 
Revenue L. Joyce Hampers gave the 
town a Nov, 10 deadline to ap- 
propriate funds for a revaluation and 
to contract for the work. 

‘The revaluation is required because 


of a court decision, known as the 
Sudbury decision, which requires 
cities and ‘towns to achieve and 
maintain full and uniform 
assessments. 

Most Wilmington property is now 
assessed at approximately 41 percent 
of market value. The last revaluation 
of the town was performed in 1966.

s announced, it will hire a 

ry out the revaluation of 
property in Wilmington. ‘The money 
to pay for the revaluation would be 
deducted from the ‘cherry sheet,"

Deadly virus hitting local dogs

There's a killer on the loose in 
Wilmington, Tewksbury and other 
Merrimack Valley towns. It’s called 
Parvovirus Diarrhea and it 
specializes in dogs. 

Local veterinarians have identified 
21 cases of the diseage in the past 
three months, Six of the affected dogs 
have died, 

In Billerica, over 50 cases have 
been treated in recent months, ac- 
cording to a Winchester Star news 
article. Only one of two have sur- 
vived, the Star said, 

A mutation of the feline distemper 
virus found in cats, Parvovirus is 
suspected to have adapted itself to 
dogs from raccoons and skunks. Once 
a dog contracts the disease, from 
fleas, human contact or stools of other 
dogs, it is often fatal. 

Symptoms include severe vomiting, 
diarrhea often streaked with blood 
and sometimes fever. In puppies, the 
virus attacks the heart muscle and 
entire litters can die within hours of 
the onset of symptoms. 

The virus made its first appearance 
in this country in California about two 
years ago. it was seen on the east 
coast as early as last fall and has 
since rapidly spread throughout New 
England, causing numerous deaths 
and the closing of several 
Massachusetts kennels. 

‘The Angel Memorial Hospital in 
Boston closed its doors about two 
months ago. As recently as last week 
the towns of North Reading and 
Saugus were forced to shut down their 
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Will the arsenic pit be covered 
before winter? The arsenic pit, of 
course, is that which was discovered 
15 months ago in North Woburn. 
There have been differences of 
opinion as to how to accomplish the 
task of covering that pit. 

US District Court Judge John J. 
McNaught last week ordered a 
prompt hearing before a federal 
magistrate to determine if the owner, 
the Mark-Philip Trust, can afford to 
pay tocover the pit, Judge McNaught 
observed that if the Mark Philip Trust 
cannot pay for it, the work of covering 
the pit will have to be done by the US 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

The Mark Philip Trust is owned by 
William D'Annolfo, who has been 
instrumental in developing many 
acres of industrial land in North 
Woburn. Much of the land was 
abandoned sandpits, and was also 
land of the former Merrimack 
Chemical Company, near the 
Wilmington line. It was there that 
pits of arsenic and chromium were 
discovered, along with other 


kennels until the virus runs its course, 

Treatment is mainly supportive, 
with antibiotics ‘and intravenous 
fluids, but the best cure is prevention. 
A Parvovirus vaccine, once in short 
supply in the area, is now plentiful 
and readily available. Two injections 
are given two weeks apart that result 
in an immunity from the disease for 
about a year. In Wilmington and 
Tewksbury, the shots cost $11 to $12 
each, 

“I don’t care if it costs $40,”. said 
Wilmington resident Jean Waugh. “I 
paid over $250 and I didn’t get a dog 
back.” 

Waugh said she thought her St. 
Bernard Brandy hada cold two weeks 
ago. Being the weekend, she gave 
him an aspirin and waited. Twenty- 
four hours later she found him lying 
half in and half out of a nearby swamp 
and rushed him to her veterinarian. A 
week later he was dead, a Parvovirus 
victim. 

“He was coming along fine in the 
hospital," said Waugh, “‘then he had a 
relapse." 

Brandy fought off the disease 
longer than many dogs do. In many 
cases, death comes after only a few 
days because of the dehydration the 
disease causes. 

“Terie for two days,” said Waugh. 
“He was gorgeous. What a waste of a 
dog.” 


108, 

Dr. Lawrence Richard of the Silver 
Lake Veterinary Clinic has been 
calling clients to warn them of the 
danger of the disease. He estimates 
that he has vaccinated nearly 300 dogs 


aganst Parvo. He has treated three 
cases and lost one dog. 

Dogs of all ages are susceptible to 
the disease, Richard says, but for the 
very young and the very old it is more 
likely to be fatal because they have 
“less ability to fight off stresses. 

Dr. Kim Moon of the Tewksbury 
Animal Hospital reports that he is 
vaccinating 20 to.30.dogs a day. “The 
problem is the disease works so fast 
that sometimes people bring their 
dogs in who already have symptoms 
and it’s too advanced for us to cure, 
he said. 

Moon has treated 12 suspected 
cases, two of which have died. 

Dr. Richard Hahn of the 
Wilmington Veterinary Clinic says he 
has seen six cases of the disease in six 
weeks. Three of these were fatal. But 
Habn cautions that symptoms may 
not always mean Parvovirus. 

“The diagnosis is not always easy 
with it,” he said. Other canine 
diseases which have symptoms 
similar to Parvo include distemper, 
parasites, poisoning, and liver or 
kidney failure. Only a veterinarian 
can tell for sure and then positive 
identification often requires a 
laboratory test. 

Ip Wilmington, Dog Officer Joseph 
Balestrieri says he has seen no 
Parvovirus symptoms in any of the 15 
to 20 dogs that he usually has waiting 
for adoption in his North Wilmington 


‘poun 

He said, however, he has heard of 
cases in town and has received a 
letter from County Dog Officer 


Thomas Corkery warning him about 
the disease and suggesting he look 
into the possibility of the town's 
setting up a clinic to vaccinate 
against it. 

Balestrieri says he plans to discuss 
the matter with Board of Health 
Director Ernest Romano. 

“I don’t know how far this will go,” 
he said. Owners, said Balestrieri, are 
primarily the ones responsible for 
seeing their pets are vaccinated. 

In Tewksbury, Dog Officer William 
Butt reports no intestinal problems 
with the four dogs in his pound. “We 
are hoping to find homes for them. 
‘They can be destroyed at any time,” 
he said. 

Dr. Richard says the new and 
deadly Parvovirus is “one of those 
things you can’t explain.” “It just 
sort of happened,” he said. 

Currently a modification of the 
feline distemper vaccine is being 
used, with no ill effects, to vaccinate 
dogs against Parvo. Its éffectiveness 
is still being documented. “The 
problem with this whole thing,” said 
Richard, “is that it hasn't been 
around long enough to be continuously 
evaluated.” 

Eventually, he said, the vaccine 
will be incorporated into the 
distemper inoculations now being 
given dogs yearly. 

“For heaven's sake, if you love your 
animal take him and get that shot,” 
said Waugh. “I want people to know 
Parvovirus is not in California. . .it's 

not in New York... .it’s not in 
Michigan. . it’s here!”

chemicals and buried hides. 

A federal consent decree, signed 
last May, was the basis of the action 
of the Corps of Engineers. The Corps 
seeks a contempt of court decree 
against the trust and D'Annolfo. 

Attorney Roger Davis told the court 
that delay in the signing of another 
consent decree, by the state, had cost 
the developer over $2 million in Sales 
and financing. 

Assistant US Attorney Charles 
Mone argued that the defendant had 
not provided adequate reasons to the 
Corps of Engineers, for failure to 
comply. The judge asked if the Corps 
of Engineers would accept D'An- 
nolfo's inability to pay, as reasonable 
grounds for not covering the arsenic 
pit, and not complying with the 
consent decree. 

Mone told the court that he would 
accept the developer's inability to pay 
if all financial records for the past two 
years, including the federal income 
tax returns were turned over to the 
Corps of Engineers. The Corps, he 
said, wants the financial records so}

that it can determine the company’s 
ability to pay. 

Davis, representing D’Annolfo, 
asked that the determination be made 
by a federal judge. This, he said, 
would save time in the event there 
was a disagreement with the records 
of his client. Judge McNaught agreed 
with the request of Davis, and ordered 
that the case be transferred to ‘a 
federal magistrate as quickly as 
possible 

The judge said that the work of 
covering the arsenic pit should be 
done as quickly as possible, to protect 
the public, and before the winter 
weather sets in, making work im 
possible 


The hearing last week was on the 
request of the Army Corps of 
Engineers, They alleged that 
D’Annolfo had failed to pay a $4500 
fine, and had failed to begin work on 
the arsenic pit, as was required in the 
consent decree signed last May 

Mone requested that D'Annolfo be 
required to pay the fine within 10 
days, to submit a plan for covering 
the pit within five days, and begin the 
work within 10 days after the plan had 
been approved by the Corps \Of 
Engineers, 

US Attorney Mone told the judge, 
when asked, that a $30,000 to $40,000 
ruberized plastic liner would’ be 
considered adequate, to cover the pit 
Other covers, he also said, might be 
suitable. 

The US Attorney's estimates were 
higher in cost than those made by the 
Massachusetts Department of En 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE). DEQE has plans to cover 
the arsenic pit with a $5,000 latex 
sealer, if D'Annolfo does not act 
quickly. DEQE officials were 
reported by the Woburn Times to 
have said their latex covering was not 
waterproof, and was only, a “tem- 
porary measure.”” 


The DEQE proposal to cover the 
arsenic pit with latex was described ” 
in an October 23 meeting of the intet - 
town Citizens Advisory Committee 
(CAC) chaired by Wilmington 
Selectman Robert Cain. 

Richard Chalpin, of the Boston 
office of DEQE was present to discuss 
the proposal of covering the arsenic 
pit with a layer of latex. He also 
discussed a proposal by the D'Annolfo 
interests to cover the arsenic pit with 
a 4 mil plastic cover 

Cain used the term ‘glad bag” in 
discussing the proposed 4 mil cover. 
He Wants something like 10 mils. 4 
mils is the “weight of the plastic used 
in trash bags for homeowners. 

Cain afterward expressed the idea 
that a 10 mil plastic, covered with 
eatth might be adequate. 

Chalpin, in discussing the DEQE 
proposal, said it was the same as had 
been done in southeastern 
Massachusetts to cover a huge pile of 
coal. 

At this time, Chalpin said, the ar- 
senic does not appear to be en- 
dangering the neighboring areas. 
Particularly, he said, the two wells 
that the City of Woburn has nearby 
have no arsenic in them. Those wells 
have been closed for over a year 
because of the discovery in them of 
trichloroethylene (TCE) 

The latex cover proposed by DEQE 
according to Chalpin, will help to 
prevent the metals (arsenic and 
chromium) from being made.soluble. 
He termed both pits as “potentially 
dangerous." 

There are monitoring devices near 
the pits which, so far, have not 
revealed the presence of any arsenic 
in the air. 

Chalpin told the committee he had 
found lead in the ground. The lead, he 
said, could have come from the 
emission of automobiles on nearby 
Route 93.

The writer of this story has long had 


>4 a tale to tell, as a joke, on why the 


Trish people of Massachusetts became 
Democrats. Of course it is just a joke. 

In the 1840s, Ireland, the country, 
long a land of turmoil, was suffering 
from a blight which affected the 
potato crop. Several things happened 
a8 a result, some of them not pleasing. 

There was starvation in the land. 
Many of the Irish people, if they could 
get the money, emigrated to the New 
World, 

The writer's story is that Paddy 
landed in South Boston just as the 1848 
political scene began to get going. 
The Whigs and the Democrats were 
warming up for the state and 
presidential elections. 

Paddy landed and walked down the 
street, with his clay TD pipe in his 
mouth, and a bag of potato peelings 
over his shoulder, ready to start 
farming in the new world, if he didn’t 
find any of the gold with which the 
streets were supposed to be paved. 
He was stopped by Whig and 
Democratic workers. They each 
wanted to enroll him in their party. 

Paddy took the pipe out of his 
mouth, and, from beneath his bushy 
eyebrows asked the question as to 
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which side represented the govern- 
ment. The Democrat pointed at the 
Whig, and the Whig pointed at him- 
self. The government, Paddy was 
told, was Whig. 

“Thin,” said Paddy, “I'll be a 
Democrat, because I'm agin the 
government."" 

That of course has no basis in the 
real reason that many of the 
Democrats are of Irish extraction, in 
Massachusetts. 

Peter McMahon of Wilmington was 
aDemocrat. He was, for many years, 
one of three Democrats who could be 
counted upon to attend the town 
meetings and other meetings having 
to do with the government of 
Wilmington. 

James E. Kelley was another. 
Jimmy was the brother of Susan 
McEnroe, the lady who operated the 
boarding house in North Wilmington 
which acquired the name of The 
Shamrock. Annie McEnroe, Peter's 
wife, was a niece of Jimmy. 

Jimmy, by occupation was a 
Scrivener. That's an old Anglo Saxon 
word meaning one who writes, and it 
has a legal connotation of being a 
person who can prepare legal 
documents. His home still stands, 


Sal Gallo - 
more than a number 


Everyone knows strange things can 
happen around Halloween. 

But probably no one in the 
gathering at the Dewing School in 
Tewksbury last Wednesday could 
avoid looking a bit surprised when, 
before their very eyes, the figure 
$26,930 changed into flesh and blood! 

‘The scene was the resumption of the 
public hearings on the school com- 
mittee’s proposal to eliminate the 
positions of four systemwide 
curriculum coordinators at an annual 
“savings” of $104,653. 

The flesh and blood took on the form 
of Health Coordinator Sal Gallo, 
whose present salary of $26,930 (in- 
dicated above) is included in the 
$104,653 savings. 

Usually, when school committee 
members refer to the position of 
health coordinator it’s in association 
with the $28,990 figure - how much 
could be saved if that figure was 
erased from the school budget books. 

Although the work done by Mr. 
$26,930 was seldom or never discussed 
(in public) by the school committee 
members, the majority of them 
figured that work could be divided 
between the superintendent, asst. 
superintendents, principals, and asst. 
principals. And if they can't do Mr. 
$26,390's job, then they should be 
replaced, it was decided. 

So you can imagine the surprise at 
the hearing last week when Mr 
$26,930 was asked to testify, and 

‘out popped Sal Gallo. 

It was so startling that everyone 
woke up and took notice. For the past 
two hours they had been listening to 
Mrs. $26,646, the reading coordinator, 
elaborate with all the excitement of a 
computer printout, on her duties and 
qualifications. 

Like a tragic hero in a Greek play, 
Sal fought against his perhaps 
inevitable fate - the loss of a position 
he has held for seven years. “This 
might be my last hurrah,” he told the 
school committee 

At first, he fought with sound and 
fury, signifying his anger at having to 
fight to show the importance of his 
position when other budget areas 
have been left untouched by the lords 
of the school committee at this time. 

“Why me?" he cried. “My feeling 
is, no one here even knows what I do.” 

Later, his anger gave way to 


pathos, as he reflected upon the good 
fight he has waged against the evils of 
drugs, sexual ignorance, and other 
health-related problems in the 
Tewksbury School Department. 

He remembered, for instance, the 
time when he held a im on 
venereal disease, and over 100 
students and parents came to hear 
him speak; and about the time a 
parent called him up to see if he could 
do something about her 10-year-old, 
who she just saw smoking marijuana 
in a local playground. 7 

Little things, too, came floating 
back through his mind, like so many 
white clouds at a time when his future 
in Tewksbury looked so bleak and 
overcast. 

He half - soliloquized about the time 
he took a mirror into the classroom of 
the severely retarded students, ‘‘so 
they could see what they look like so 
they will know how to take care of 
themselves.” 

But if Sal exhibited the tragic 
emotions of anger and pathos, he was 
also not without the transcendance of 
mind to view his fate in a more 
lighthearted manner. 

Many a time during his hearing Sal 
evoked rounds of laughter from his 
captive audience by relating some of 
the more humorous aspects of his job 
as health coordinator. 

From his testimony, the gathering 
could get a clear picture of him 
clunking from to school to school in 
his ’72 Dodge, or of him painting his 
own health posters in his basement, 
like some inspired caveman tracing 
on the walls of his rocky dwelling. 


He also said that his willingness to 


coordinate the Sex Education 
program “took the heat off of others."” 

And, in a mock tribute to his own 
abilities, he told his audience how, 
“Mr. Wynn (school superintendent) 
sometimes calls me in to be an ad- 
visor. Isn't that amazing? 

After fretting and strutting, and 
sometimes chuckling, across the 
staged hearing, Sal exited, stage 
right, out the doors of the Dewing 
School. 

It is up to the school committee to 
decide whether Sal (and the other 
three coordinators) will be retained 
as part of the cast of the school 
department, or whether, as Mr. 
$26,930, his days will indeed be 
numbered. 
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hon was a ballot watcher 


beside the Baptist Church. It was on 
the site of an ancient Bond Bakery. 
Jimmy became, in time, the town 
clerk, and a selectman of Wilmington. 
As such he could not really par- 
ticipate in the distinctly 
business of being a Ballot Counter. 
The third Democrat was Dr. Daniel 
Buzzell. He had come down from 
Vermont, to practice in Wilmington. 
‘The reason why Dr. Buzzell was a 


Democrat was not the same reason 
why many Irish were Democrats. His 
affiliation stretched back through the 
years, into the early history of the 


country. 

Dr. Buzzell, like James Kelley, 
could not be a Ballot Counter. As a 
physician he was liable to be called 
out of the town meeting, because of 
the impending birth of a child, or 
because of an accident, 


That left Peter McMahon, the third 
Democrat. 


‘The laws of Massachusetts required 
that there be Ballot Watchers and 
Ballot Counters, in every election, 
and that there be at least one 
representative from each of the two 
major political parties - the 
i Democrats. 


naturally curious man, who attended 
all the town meetings and discussions. 
And he was the only Democrat w! 
was not tied down by other duties, and 
thus not able to watch the polls. 

So Peter McMahon became the 
Ballot Watcher, and the Ballot 
Counter for the Democrats of 
Wilmington, He never thought of 
himself as Mr. Democrat, but in ef- 
fect that was what he was.

is three 


Rep. Jim Miceli last week told a 
study group that the earliest possible 
date for reconstruction of Route 129 is 
three years in the future. The study 
group involved representatives of the 

ilmington Board of Selectmen, 
Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission. 

‘The long delay, Miceli said, was the 
reason he had consented at this time 
to the reconstruction of the Burlington 
Avenue bridge. The planking there 
was weak, and he feared a truck or a 
school bus might fall through some 
time this winter. 

‘The present planning is for a full 
cloverleaf intersection at Route 93 
and 129. The plans for the intersection 
are, he said, at this time in 
Washington being reviewed on the 
federal level. Their discussions of the 
proposed Cloverleaf, at this time, 
involves the wetlands near Route 93. 

There is an additional hold-up at the 
federal leyel, in that the feds feel the 
assessments on the property are too 
low. Four months ago a new crew 
was sent out, to raise the 
assessments. 

Because of this and for other 
reasons the final public hearing, for 
Route 129, is probably more than a 
year away, Miceli said. 

In addition to the planning for the 
cloverleaf at Route 93, there is 
planning for a new layout at the in- 
tersection of Main Street and Lowell 
Street. This new intersection will do 
away withthe Shell gas station, 
Miceli said, because one way streets 
are being planned. 

‘The former planning of a roadway 
through the Yentile farm has been 
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Rte. 129 
years off 


completely written off. The saving of 
farmland, Miceli regards as an asset 
to the community. 

‘The plans for the West Street in- 
tersection are at the Washington 
level, being reviewed by the feds. The 
state is no longer planning a new West 
Street on the northerly side of Lowell 
Street, according to Miceli, but such 
an intersection still shows on the 
plans in Washington. 

‘The latest intersection plans for the 
Wilmington Square area are similar 
to those seen many times before, with 
a northbound highway crossing 
Church Street and Middlesex Avenue 
in the area of the Post Office. Kirk 
Street would have access to the new 
highway, instead of going directly off 
Main Street. .The new railroad 
bridge, as shown before, would have a 
southbound Route 129 under the 
present hill in Wilmington Square. 

Miceli said that eight homes and 
businesses would be affected by the 
relocation of Route 129. It was for this 
reason that the representatives of the 
three committees were meeting. One 
of those present was Kevin Hurley, 
planner for the Wilmington Planning 
Board. The town engineer was also 
present. 

Lou Maglio of the Planning Board, 
and Hurley both commented 
favorably. ‘The time to start the 
planning is now" said Maglio. “If we 
miss the boat we are going to be out.”” 

Hurley said it was an opportunity to 
make Wilmington Square an asset to 
the community, “‘instead of what it is 
now." “We are talking about new 
concepts."”

School Committee looks at discipline policy

School discipline was uppermost in 
the minds of the Wilmington School 
Committee members at their regular 
meeting last week. 

Mindful of accusations of lax 
discipline made public at the recently 
concluded dismissal hearing of for- 
mer high school teacher Warren 
Atkinson, the School Committee made 
plans to begin reviewing disciplinary 
procedures informally with high 
school principals and assistant 
principals. 

Atkinson was discharged two weeks 
ago for insubordination and conduct 
unbecoming a teacher following a 
May, 1980, incident during which he 
allegedly humiliated a student in 
front of a class. Atkinson claimed he 
received no support in disciplining 
students from the high school ad- 
ministration. 

At issue last week were school 
department policies regarding 
suspension of students and possession 
of dangerous weapons. However, 
School Committeeman John Brooks 
suggested that a total review of 
discipline in secondary schools was 
needed. 


“We have just gone through a 
trauma and a lot of accusations were 
aired,” said Brooks. High school 
administrators, he said, should have 
the opportunity to respond to those 
they were unable to at ‘the so-called 
trial." 

“The appropriate place to begin is 


to sit down informally with school’ 


administrators and give them some 
sort of feedback from the com- 
mittee," said Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Walter Pierce. 

School Committee Member Linda 
McMenimen, whose thoughts on 
school suspension began the 
discussion of discipline, said she 
believed the high school principals 
should look into an in-house

suspension program, which would 
separate suspended students from the 
rest of the school population, but 
provide them with assignments to 
complete. 

“Giving them three days off is like ~ 
giving them a vacation,” she said. 

McMenimen agreed to go along 
with Brooks’ motion for a total 
discipline review, but commented 
that such a course would probably 
take longer than the review of an in- 
house suspension program. 

“Three days away from school is 
not the answer,” agreed School 
Committee member Philip Fenton. 
He pointed out that suspensions have 
been on the rise. Last year, he said, 
there were 250 suspensions at the high 
school, while the two months of school 
so far this year had resulted in 179 
suspensions. 

To School Committee Chairman 
Lester White, however, an increased 
number of suspensions is the natural 
result of the tighter high school 
discipline that has been the com- 
mittee's aim for some time. 

“One of the things we have been 
saying for several years is that we 
want to have sterner discipline in the 
school system,” he said. “And why 
don't we want suspensions to rise?” 
Perhaps the administrators are doing 
their jobs better this year.” 

White suggested that a good first 
step would be to examine present 
discipline policies ‘see how well 
they are being administered before 
we start doing anything different.” 
“Are they being fairly, evenly and 
completely administered across the 
board?” he asked, “‘or do faculty and 
administrators feel they have the 
right to decide what policies will be 
enforced and what will not?" 

“As you sit here circling the 
wagons, you have to remember that 
we had an in-school suspension 


program and the School Committee 
threw it out,"” Pierce cautioned. 

Wilmington: Teachers’ Association 
President Georgia Dadoly told the 
Committee that her organization had 
just discussed the matter of increased 
suspensions which she attributed to 
the success of a new policy for dealing 
with class cutting. 

“Your concerns are ours as well,” 
she assured the committee. 

The discussion with high school 
administrators has been scheduled 
for a portion of the School Com- 
mittee’s next regular meeting at 7:30 
on November 12. Later meetings, as 
yet unscheduled, will continue the 
discussion with junior high and 
elementary school principals. 

Tabled by the School Committee 
last week was discussion on a new 
policy regarding the possession of 
dangerous weapons by students ‘in 
school. The policy, drafted by a 
subcommittee which included Fenton 
and School Committeeman James 
Demos, recommended that students. 
found with a weapon would have it 
confiscated and that it would be 
returned only to his parents, or turned 
over to the police if the suspicion of 
illegality were present. Weapons 
were defined as guns, knives, clubs, 
sharp instruments, heavy pipes, 
weighted hand devices or “similar 
objects for which no known 
educational use is clearly 
established. 

Committee members objected to 
the draft policy on the grounds that it 
wasn't firm enough. 

“T find it unacceptable to return a 
weapon even toa parent. It should go 
to the police,” commented Brooks. 

McMenimen, too, said she believed’ 
the policy needed reworking. The 
School Committee agreed to submit 
its suggestions to the subcommittee 
regarding possible changes to be 


niiade in the draft policy. 

Also rejected by the board was a 
motion by Fenton to compile a unified 
handbook which would specify a code 
of behavior for both students and 
faculty system-wide. 

Fenton claimed a unified handbook 
would allow regulations to be ‘“‘ad- 
ministered to all, fairly and equally" 
and would equalize what he termed 
“nine little fiefdoms”’ in the public 
school system. 

“We have one school system and 
the rules should be administered to all 
fairly and equally,” said Fenton. 

‘Taking issue with him were Pierce 
and West Intermediate School 
Principal William Fay. Pierce 
pointed out that a committee of school 
principals was already studying the 
issue and had submitted a handbook 
of student rules and regulations to the 
central office. ‘Because of the-nature 
of the schools, you will have some 
discrepancies,” said Pierce. 

To Fenton, however, the issue of 
identical rules across the system 
remained an important one. -‘What if 
T havea kid going to the North and one 
going to the West at the same time?” 
he asked, 

“You might as well say we should 
have the same set of rules throaghout 
the United States a8 to say rules at the 
two'junior highs in Wilmington should 
be the same,” countered Fay. ‘They 
are two different buildings with two 
different personalities. I don't want 
some ‘other principal establishing 
rules for my building.” 

Fay said he especially did not want 
to compromise on the issue 
discipline if, for example, he were 
forced to compromise-with another 
administrator #who may be super- 
liberal.” ieee

The Wilmington Police log for the 
week ending November 4 indicates a 
busy seven days for the department, 
especially over Halloween.

Tip of the week: Most readers are 
unaware of the legal process when 
someone is arrested, and the 
following procedure in court. After 
arrest, most people are entitled to be 
bailed from jail. A bail commissioner 
is the only person who can accept bail 
and release a prisoner for a later date 
in court. 

The police cannot release anyone on 
bail, although a juvenile may be 
released, in most cases to a parent, to 
appear later in court. Most of the 
time an individual is released on 
personal recognisance, which means 
that noactual money is put up as bail, 
but in effect a contract is signed 
guaranteeing the the court ap- 
pearance. However, there is a fee 
which the commissioner charges the 
arrestee for his release. That fee is 
not refundable and may vary with the 
time of day and the number of 
charges. More on this next week.
